Runs Deep 


Old Pipes Cause Of 
Dirty Water, Town Says 


By Frank Messina 


Consistent as the tide, Andover’s 
clean water issue rolled back onto 
the Board of Selectmen’s agenda 
Monday night. 

Last July, the selectmen heard 
complaints from Sunset Rock Road 
residents over the quality of water 
flowing from 100-year-old unlined 
pipes in the town water system. 
Monday night, High Plain Road 
homeowners echoed their fellow 
townsmen’s call for quick replace- 
ment of the antiquated pipes. 

Their cries of anger are nothing 
new to town hall. There are 52 miles 
of crusty, aging pipes left in town 
that have been stirring up controver- 
sy, as well as cloudy tap water, for 
anywhere from 15 to 30 years, say 
long-time residents. 

But “in recent years, (the prob- 
lem) has gotten increasingly 
worse,’’ said Barbara Mangano of 65 
High Plain Road. ‘‘At times you 
can’t even use the shower. We have 
a right to clean water.”’

Some of us used to think recycling was 
something we did in Andover. In fact, it 
seemed like something we were trying in 
Andover and it probably wouldn’t last 
long. But now, at least 15 years later, it 
has lasted and we all know it isn’t just 
Andover. 

If you read The Boston Globe, The 
Christian Science Monitor, Forbes, Time, 
as well as The Andover TOWNSMAN, you 
will see lots of information about recy- 
cling. The good part is the states that 
have made it mandatory, Oregon, New 
Jersey, Connecticut and Rhode Island at 
last count. I think we in Andover and 
Massachusetts should realize that it 
doesn’t mean they have solved all their 
recycling or waste disposal problems. It 
means they have made a commitment to 
this means of helping the problem and 
are actively seeking and trying solutions. 
I don’t believe this is a static area. No one 
is going to find the perfect solution for all 
communities in all states. We must take 
our problems and find our solutions; of 
course, benefitting from the experience of 
others whenever possible. 

The Japanese are ahead of us all the 
way. Of course, they probably never 
threw anything away. In their country, as 
in some northern European countries, al- 
most the first thing an American notices 
is the cleanliness, They do not litter and 
they do recycle. 

The Japanese have pointed the way in 
waste management as they did in energy 
conservation. They recycle 40 percent of 
their waste and incinerate 33 percent. 
Only 27 percent is sent to landfills. In the 
United States, 80 percent of our waste is 
still put in landfills. The Japanese have 
recognized, as we must soon, that there is 
no one solution. Every piece of garbage 
should have its proper place to go. The 
United States, Massachusetts, even And- 
over, have gone through the now historic 
steps of waste dispoasl. The dump, land- 
fill, a more controlled landfill and then 
the incinerator. Along the way we started 
recycling, but only as a volunteer, ‘“‘when- 
it-is-convenient”’ sort of solution. We had 
to do away with the dump (polluting air 
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Recycling Program In 15th Year 


and water) and the landfill (polluting the 
ground water) and now the cost of the 
incinerator, besides the unanswered 
questions of pollution from the stacks and 
remaining ash as well as danger to the 
workers from the gases they inhale daily, 
may make this an endangered idea, too. 

Our state is now ready to: work on two 
fronts: waste reduction through recycling 
and reducing packaging and regional so- 
lutions rather than letting each commu- 
nity go its own way. 

Recycling is both the easiest and the 
hardest solution to reducing the waste 
stream. The easy part is that each of us 
can separate our waste and find the prop- 
er place for it to go. Citizens demands for 
easier glass and plastic collection should

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Computers Mark ‘Year of Whale’

Editor’s note: 
This is the fourth 
in a series of bi- 
weekly articles 
written by the 
school system’s 
computer educa- 
tion director, who 
will be describing 
the second phase 
of Andover’s 
computer educa- 
tion plan. 


Teachers throughout the school system 
named last school year the “‘year of the 
turtle.’’ Logo programming introduced at 
the third-grade level used a turtle to cre- 
ate graphics on the computer screen. 


This year may soon be called the ‘“‘year 
of the whale’’ due to the new multimedia 
program, ‘“The Voyage of the Mimi,” be- 
ing used at all sixth grades. 

“Mimi’’ will be integrated into the 
sixth-grade science and mathematics 
curriculums. It is a multimedia program 
since it allows teachers to use videotapes, 
workbooks, computer hardware and 
software and possibly videodisks to teach 
students about whales and their environ- 
ment. 

The package contains four modules 
that help students improve their thinking 
skills by learning about whales, boats, 
navigation, ecosystems, survival and hu- 
man nature. Twenty-six videotapes, each 
15 minutes long, help drive the other com- 
ponents of the program. 

These short lessons are divided into 
two categories: episodes and expeditions.

The 13 episodes depict the travels and ad- 
ventures of a crew of scientists studying 
humpback whales in the Gulf of Maine. 
The stories accurately depict the scientif- 
ic method and how scientists think about 
the world. The documentary expeditions 
are visits to places where interesting peo- 
ple are doing work that relates to an as- 
pect of science touched on in the episodes. 
Hosted by one of the young actors from 
the cast of the series, the expeditions 
show how real people are working in the 
real world with the ideas and issues 
brought out in the fictional context of the 
drama. 

In addition to the videotapes, teachers 
may use student workbooks, maps and 
the computer to help students understand 
many educational concepts. This year, 
two units are being taught at all sixth 
grades. The first unit, “Maps and Naviga- 
tion,”’ helps students make the transition 
from the two-dimensional world of maps 
and charts to the three-dimensional world 
of navigation. Students can use maps, 
charts and computer software to learn 
about longitude, latitude and other nav- 
igation skills. 

The second unit, which will be taught 
near the end of the year, is called 
“Whales and their Environment.’ This 
unit will help students understand the 
physical environment of whales and their 
relationship with humans. This unit 
comes complete with workbooks, maps 
and charts and also a computer laborato-

Students Get 
Taste Of 
Great Outdoors

“J enjoy the view the best, while the 
students like lying down and letting the 
wind blow on them.” 

That’s how Paul Ragino feels at the top 
of a mountain. Andover High School’s 
Outing Club does a wide variety of activ- 
ities, including mountain climbing, 
hiking, ice climbing and landing expedi- 
tions. They try to go on two trips a month, 
such as an all-day mountain olimb. Once 
a week they attempt to go on a bike ride 
or a walk through Andover Village Im- 
provement Society land. 

Ragino, a teacher at Andover High, 
has been in charge of the club for four 
years. He has put a great deal of time and 
effort into the club and has been an avid 
admirer of the outdoors for 20 years. The 
purpose of the club, according to Ragino, 
‘és to provide an alternative to students 
for after-school activity.” 

Activities involving nature can be very 
dangerous. In a climb last year, the wind 
chill factor was 30 below, and with the 
treacherous ice, climber had to stop. 
“The most important part of a trip is the 
safety of the group,” Ragino said. 

Also, when one member is having trou- 
ble with a climb or isn’t feeling well, it is 
up to the other members to help him or 
her out. “On one trip, we had someone 
with muscle spasms, so the rest of the 
group had to wait for that person and help 
him out,”’ Ragino said. Doing things as a 
group is strongly stressed. 

The first trip the group went on was a 
climb at Whiteface Mountain. Climbing 
seems to be popular. “I joined the club 
because I wanted to go mountain climb- 
ing,” said John Grybowski, a junior. 
“The first climb went well; however, be- 
cause it was the first, it was not very diffi- 
cult.” 

In later climbs, students will have to be 
in good physical condition because of the

ry that contains sensors and probes. 
These devices allow students to colecte 
data about heat, temperature, lights and 
sound that can be displayed and stored. 

Students can use the computer as a tool 
to measure, record and analyze scientific 
data. The data is fed directly into the 
computer and can later be evaluated by 
teacher and student. Students also use ed- 
ucational software to find lost whales and 
ships and reinforce the concepts stressed 
in the workbooks. 

Teachers were trained during the sum- 
mer to use the material for ‘Voyage of 
the Mimi.” Aldyth Innis, a professor at 
Salem State College, taught a four-day 
workshop on using the ‘‘Mimi” materials 
in the classroom. Teachers were able to 
use all of the media materials to help 
them incorporate the unit into the math- 
ematics and science curricula. 

Innis wined and dined the teachers on 
octopus and squid. A culminating activity 
saw all of the teachers take an excursion 
on a schooner to Misery Island off the 
coast of Cape Ann to learn first hand 
about navigation and the study of whales. 

Participants included Theodore Bou- 
dreau, Veronica Boutureira, Helen Ca- 
plan, Steve Crowley, Charlie Donavan, 
Jane DeFranco, Moe Ferris, Sheila La- 
Montagne, Dick Loschi, Gene Rapisardi, 
James Redmond, Susan Rogers, Walter 
Rossini, Jane Snow and George Walsh. 
These teachers will soon begin introduc- 
ing the program to their students. 

‘‘Mimi”’ is an excellent example of how 
to integrate computer technology into the 
curriculum. The package lends itself nat- 
urally to be blended into the existing cur- 
riculum. It is not an add-on but an add-in. 
It uses the advanced capabilities of the 
computer as a scientific work station to 
collect and analyze data. It also helps stu- 
dents see the relevance of their studies 
since they are learning about a real and 
interesting topic. 

It is a goal of the computer plan to in- 
troduce technology throughout the curric- 
ulum, but only when there is a natural fit 
of computer and educational programs. It 
is hoped that the year of the whale is as 
successful as the year of the turtle.

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Moderation Important At Holiday Time 


The holidays are here and with them 
the irresistible tastes of so many seasonal 
dishes. This is the time of year when the 
aromas of the kitchen fill the house. Who 
could think about dieting at a time like 
this? 


“Dieting shouldn’t be the focus during 
the holidays, but moderation and sensibil- 
ity is wise,” says Denise Barra, nutrition- 
ist. “It’s important to remember that the 
holidays are only a few isolated days—not 
two months. 


“Maintaining your weight during the 
holiday season may be easy for some, but 
those who typically gain weight should 
try to at least keep it down to a mini- 
mum,” she said. “Keeping low-calorie 
snacks such as fresh vegetables and fruit 
around the house will make it easier for 
those who tend to nibble.” 


A few suggestions for controlling your 
appetite include plenty of exercise and 
drinking water. ‘You can actually de- 
crease your appetite with moderate exer- 
cise,’ says Barra. “Besides exercising 
three times a week, I also suggest plan- 
ning ahead. Instead of starving the day 
before a big holiday meal, start cutting 
down on calories now, so that you can af- 
ford the extra calories that day.” 


Cholesterol has been the topic of much 
recent attention. For people with high 
cholesterol levels, the holiday season and

“T don’t tell my patients to compltely 
avoid such favorites as gravy or dessert,”’ 
she says. ‘‘Instead, I try to suggest ways 
to modify recipes to make them healthier 
for everyone. For instance, you can use 
margarine for butter, replace heavy 
creams and mayonnaise with yogurt, 
serve hot apple cider instead of eggnog 
and keep plenty of low-calorie snacks 
around the house.” 

This holiday season does not have to 
feature the traditional high cholesterol 
roast beef or ham as a main course. Bar- 
ra suggests cooking poultry, fish or pasta 
as a change of pace. She also recom- 
mends plenty of vegetables, rice, pota- 
toes and whole-wheat breads which fill 


‘you up quickly. “Carbohydrates have half 


as many calories as fats, so you’re not 
likely to gain weight by replacing fats 
with carbohydrates. It is not the carbohy- 
drates (such as potatoes or bread) but the 
fats (such as butter) added to them that 
cause the weight gain,” she explains. 

High cholesterol is a major contributor 
to heart attacks, which kill more than 
500,000 people a year in the United States. 
However, new studies reported by the 
American Heart Association demon- 
strated that you can reverse the buildup 
of fatty deposits on the walls of the heart 
arteries by eating no more than 30 per- 
cent of daily calories as fat.

PLAYING IT NOT SO SAFE 

When selecting colors for the more permanent fixtures 
in the home, it often pays to play it safe.

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IRS Audit Prospects Greater 


The IRS says that the odds of being au- 
dited are greater than ever before. The 
use of more sophisticated computers and 
the increse in hiring of agents may result 
in you being audited in the future. 

“But, if you do get a letter from the IRS 
notifying you of an audit, don’t panic,” 
said Boston District Director Gerard R. 
Esposito. 

‘An examination does not suseee sus- 
picion of dishonesty or criminal liability. 
While most examinations do result in in- 
creased tax liability, many cases are 
closed without change and in others the 
taxpayer actually receives a refund. Last 
yera 8 percent of individual income tax 
returns audited in Massachusetts re- 
sulted in a no change to tax liability,” he 


said. 

But that doesn’t mean you should play 
Russian Roulette with the IRS. Above all, 
make sure you go to your appointment 
prepared. Returns selected for audit are 
usually to verify the accuracy of income, 
exemptions or deductions. 

The letter notifying you of the audit will 
specify the items that will be discussed at 
the meeting. You should gather the ap- 
propriate records, such as receipts, 
cancelled checks or other documentation 
related to those issues. 

If you filed a joint return, either spouse 
or both can attend the appointment. An

fee income during the 1988 third quarter 
and a net of approximately $445,000 for 
the nine months ended Sept. 30. In addi- 
tion, for the 1988 nine months, the bank 
reflected in loan interest income a total of 
$135,000, in net deferred loan origination 
fees, as a result of earlier deferra of net 
income under FASB 91.

$5.7 million, or 1.15 percent of total loans, at Sept. 30, compared 
to $667,000, or .27 percent of total loans, at Sept. 30, 1987. 

Total non-interest expenses were $3.1 million for the quarter 
ended Sept. 30, compared with $2 million for the 1987 third quar- 
ter, and $7.3 million for the 1988 nine months, versus $9.7 million 
for the 1987 period. 

‘The synergies expected to result from the consolidation with 
Beverly Savings are not fully reflected in the 1988 third quarter 
since the acquisition only occurred in late summer. We expect 
the benefits and operational cost savings of the acquisition to be 
more fully realized in 1989,” O’Sullivan said. 

The bank’s return on average assets for the quarter ended 
Sept. 30 was .49 percent and for the first nine months of 1988 was 
‘62 percent, compared to 1.03 percent and 1.24 percent, respec- 
tively, for the same periods in 1987. Return on average stock- 
holders’ equity was 5.13 percent and 5.04 percent for the 1988 
quarter and nine months, compared to 6.36 percent and 7.06 per- 
cent for the 1987 quarter and nine months. 

Total loans increased to $498.1 million at Sept. 30 from $247.5 
million at Sept. 30, 1987. The composition of the loan portfolio at

Norma Garber, president of the 
group, explains, “Car batteries are 
capable of producing highly explo- 
sive gases. Incorrect jump-starting 
procedures can cause sparks to ig- 
nite the gases, sending battery acid 
and casing fragments flying in every 
direction. Too often, eye damage 
and vision impairment are the re- 

The society recommends the fol- 
lowing procedures for safely jump- 
starting a car: 

e Review the car owner’s manual 
for instructions. 

+ Do not jump-start a battery if the 
battery fluid is frozen. 

* Wear chemical splash goggles. 
(Keep a pair with your jumper Ca- 
bles.) 

« Keep sparks, flames and ciga- 
rettes away from batteries. 

« Be sure the vehicles are not 
touching. 

» Be sure the electrical systems of 
both vehicles are the same voltage. 

e Make sure the vehicles are in 
neutral or park, that the ignitions of 
both are off and that the emergency 
brakes are set.

French Exchange Student Compares Lifestyles 


The fast-paced life of an American is different 


from the lifestyles of the French. 


That’s according to French native Nathalie Du- 
rand, who has been living like an American for the 


past four months. 


The experience has been a wonderful learning 
experience, she said. “I think I’ve changed a lo- 
t...It was really a way to get more open-minded 
and mature,” she said. “It’s great to meet people 


from other cultures.” 


Living with a family has enabled her to learn the 
habits and lifestyles of Americans, she said. And 
she has improved her language skills, saying she 
uses ‘less thought and translation” when speaking 


English now. 


The desire to experience something new and dif- 
ferent brought Durand to the United States. At first

Hosting a student isn’t new to the Coco family. 
Seven students from both Italy and France have 
stayed with the family for anywhere from two 
weeks to one year, said Mrs. Coco. “We still main- 
tain a correspondence with all of them,” she said. 
And she and her family have had the chance to 


visit several of the students and their families in

Recycling Group Asks Board 
To Enforce Trash Bag Limit 


The town Recycling Committee asked the Board of Selectmen 
Monday night to enforce a six trash bag limit in order to promote 
recycling. 

After about 30 minutes of discussion, the board appeared to be 
leaning toward enforcing the restriction, but decided to postpone 
its decision. 

Barbara Swift, president of the committee, said the purpose of 
the bylaw, which Town Meeting approved last year, was to get 
people thinking about setting aside bottles, cans, leaves and 
plastics instead of throwing them away. 

The committee also pressed the board to deal with recycling 
Christmas trees, which Swift said could be turned into wood 
chips and used or sold by the town rather than sent to North 
Andover to be incinerated at taxpayer expense. 

However, Robert McQuade, town director of public works, 
told the board that enforcing the bylaw might create further 
expenses and problems for the town. 


Residents won’t bother to take bags left by trash collectors 
back into their garages or homes, McQuade said. Instead, the 
bags will stay on the street all week before the next pickup. The 
contents of bags left outside for a long period of time often wind 
up on the street, said McQuade. 

“T hope it doesn’t open a Pandora’s box,” he said. 

Under the town’s refuse contract, garbage collectors are re- 
quired to take the equivalent of six large trash bags, or several 
smaller bags, McQuade said. 

Selectman Gail Ralston supported postponing a decision on 
the six bag limit, but made it clear she has problems with cre- 
ating a law, then not enforcing it.

Legislature 
Really Doesn't 
Go Home 


Given the phrasing of 
media reports—‘‘Legis- 
lature Goes Home” or 
“Work Ends on Beacon 
Hill’—it is understand- || 
able that citizens perceive 
that we are on vacation. 
Again today, a constituent 
called my office and ex- 
pressed surprise that I 
was at the State House 
working. “I thought you were on vacation 
because the Legislature adjourned,’’ was 
the response. I have a personal and pro- 
fessional compulsion to address this mis- 
conception. 

Legislative life consists of local and 
State House meetings (average: three 
per day), hearings (average: three per 
week), follow-up on constituent requests 
(average: 20 per week), drafting, nego- 
tiating and re-drafting legislation (I file 
approximately 20 bills and co-sponsor 50 
more), budget issues (more on this to fol- 
low) and of course, functions to attend. 

The only difference in this schedule 
when we are in formal session is an addi- 
tional four to six hours a day on Monday, 
Tuesday and Wednesday in chamber de- 
liberations and roll calls. Otherwise, the 
weeks are filled with the same activities 
whether we are in or out of session. 

One item on my “‘legislators-life list,’’ 
budget issues, deserves special attention 
because of our current fiscal problems. 
What is an individual rep’s role when 
more money is going out than coming in? 

The Massachusetts Constitution states 
that the budget must be balanced each 
year and we can all be grateful that defi- 
cits, such as the federal government in- 
curs, are not allowed. Generally, the 
Governor (Executive Branch) is respon- 
sible for instituting cuts and freezing 
spending. 

Meanwhile, legislators scramble fu- 
riously to save their “‘priority”” programs 
and line-items from the budget axe. At 
the same time, they advocate for deep 
and serious cuts in the ‘waste and fat.” 
“Waste and fat” is somebody else’s prior- 
ity in somebody else’s district. 

Allow me to share with you examples 
and comments I have received from you 
regarding budget cuts: 

Don’t allow our state universities and 
colleges to deteriorate even if it means 
tuition increases. My son goes to UMAS- 
S...my daughter to U.Lowell, etc. 

If the state doesn’t pay up (and in- 
crease) medicaid payments to nursing 
homes, many homes will be out of busi- 
ness and even more families will find im- 
possible to find care for their elderly

Alan K. Porter 

Alan Kim Porter, 63, of Evergreen Lane and Lake 
Sunapee, N.H., died Nov. 28, 1988, of brain cancer. 

“He was sick for the last seven months, but we 
had a wonderful summer,” said Margot Porter, his 
wife of 42 years. ‘‘He had radiation treatments, but 
they just made him sicker.

He was a member of the Union Boat Club and the 
North Andover Country Club. 

“He was a wonderful athlete,” said longtime 
friend Bili Rockwell of North Andover. “I used to 
get all jeeped up and excited when we were part- 
ners, but Kim never did. He had a calm, peaceful 
manner that was almost catching. He was a very, 
very pleasant man.” 

A man of many interests, Mr. Porter was an ex- 
pert on steam engines. He also collected antique 
tools and enjoyed working with wood. “‘He made 
some small pieces of furniture and many lovely in- 
laid boxes,” Mrs. Porter said. 

Together the Porters ealoyer working with enam- 
el and making silver jewelry. ‘‘He really had a won- 
derful mind.

‘‘And it was fun talking music with him. He loved 
music. He told that to occupy his mind when he was 
driving, he would try to recall as much of a favorite 
symphony or piece of music as he could,” she said. 

A hydraulics engineer, Mr. Porter was vice presi- 
dent of H.K. Porter Inc. of Somerville, where he 
worked from 1950 to 1986. He was an accomplished 
craftsman and model-maker. 

Members of his family include his wife, Margot 
(Royce) Porter; a daughter, Pamela Porter-Elliott 
of Temple, N.H.; sons, Whittier Porter of Newbury- 
port, Christopher Porter of Burlington, Vt., and 
Alan Porter, Jr. of Haverhill; a sister, Mary E. Por- 
ter of Cambridge; brothers, Henry Porter of Or- 
leans and Thomas Porter of Concord; and three 
grandchildren. 

A memorial service was held Nov. 30 at North 
Parish Church in North Andover.

Christ Church 
To Host Service 


The Andover community is invited to 
the annual Ecumenical Advent Lessons 
and Carols service at Christ Church, Cen- 
tral Street, Sunday, Dec. 11, at 4 p.m. The 
candlelight service will involve the clergy 
from Andover area churches and the Par- 
ish Choir of Christ Church, along with 
choirs from other parishes, will provide 
the music. An English tea will precede 
the service at 3 p.m. in the Parish Hall. 

Lessons and Carols services are rela- 
tive newcomers to the United States, be- 
ing copies of the now famous service held 
annually since 1918 at King’s College in 
Cambridge, England. The origin of this 
service dates back to the reign of King 
Henry VI of England in the mid-15th cen- 
tury when the Lessons and Carols service 
was first used to symbolize the good will 
of town-gown relationships with the stu- 
dents at Eton. The current format was 
created by the Bishop of Truro, England, 
for use in his cathedral and shortly after 
modified for King’s. Since then the basic 
concept has been used for various seasons 
of the year where carols, hymns and 
songs are correlated with scriptural pas- 
sages and other readings. 

The lessons for Advent are full of Old 
Testament prophesy. Christ Church’s ec- 
umenical service draws from the Books 
of Genesis, Isaiah, Micha and Zephaniah. 
As the readings progress to the actual 
birth of Jesus, two selections are taken 
from the gospels of Luke and Matthew. 

Interspersed between each reading are 
advent hymns and carols which reflect 
the subject matter of The Word. Many of 
the hymns have become traditionally as- 
sociated with the season, but others are 
not as well known. With the leadership of 
the choirs, the congregation will have the 
opportunity to sing 11 pieces of music 
from the Episcopal hymnal, a hymn col- 
lection rich in advent texts. 

Three of the hymns are from ancient 
sources—texts dating before the ninth 
century and plainsong from the earliest 
music of the Christian church. Others are 
from the German, English and French 
Protestant and Roman Catholic tradi- 
tions. 

The Rev. James A. Diamond, rector of 
the Parish of Christ Church, will be the

Eat a bal- 
anced diet, wear warm clothing, es- 
pecially on parts of the body you feel 
are more sensitive to cold and, if you 
take medication, check with your 
doctor or pharmacist for possible 
side effects. 

Hypothermia is often recognized 
by any sudden change in appearance 
and behavior after cold exposure. 
Other signs include a puffy face, 
shivering, cold and pale skin, poor 
coordination, slow breathing and 
heart rate, mental confusion, apa- 
thetic attitude and diminished physi- 
cal energy. 

If you suspect hypothermia, call 
an ambulance. Be gentle and limit

told the selectmen, is far from cleam. After filling his pool last 
summer, Haugh said a layer of sediment %4-inch thick covered 
the bottom. “It was incredible,” he said. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony, as he has done before, 
acknowledged the problem exists. “J don’t think I have ever 
questioned the validity of your claims,”’ he told the audience. 

Unfortunately, he indicated, new pipe can’t be installed 
quickly or cheaply. 

Robert McQuade, town public works director, told selectmen 
aoe replacement will run about $1 million per mile at current 


costs. 

McQuade is heading a pipeline feasibility study that has been 
ongoing in recent months. An important part of the study, which 
McQuade e to complete next month, will set priorities for 
which neighborhoods will be done first, he said. 

Priority promises to eventually be the hottest issue 
surrounding pipe replacement. Installing 52 miles of pipe at a 
cost of $50 million to $60 million could take up to 15 years, 
Mahony has estimated, and everybody, including High Plain 
Road residents, wants to be at the top of the list. 

McQuade indicated the town would probably replace the oldest 
pipes first. The study will also look at ‘getting the most bang for 
the buck” by combining other big ticket capital improvements 
like major sewer and road renovation with the pipe project, said 
McQuade. 

The audience also expressed concerns about water safety. 
Everett J. Penney, Andover health director, assured 
homeowners that the town checks the neighborhood’s water 
supply regularly and said the water is safe to drink.

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Success Follows Murnane 
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By Rick Harrison 


Hockey success has followed Mike Mur- 
nane throughout his career, both as a 
player and assistant coach. 

Now the former Andover High captain 
(‘73) hopes to produce similar results in 
his first season as a head coach. 

Murnane recently came full circle with 
the AHS program when he inked a one- 
year contract Nov. 16, becoming the sixth 
coach in the school’s hockey history. 

The Golden Warriors have produced 
only two tournament teams in more than 
two decades, the latest being two years 
ago and the first in 1973 when Murnane 
was a senior defenseman and tri-captain. 

That club, coached by Dick Valle, still 
ranks as the best in Andover annals after 
advancing to the Eastern Mass. tourney 
quarterfinals before bowing to Wayland 
High 4-2 in the only game ever played by 
an AHS team on Boston Garden ice. 

Earlier in the tourney the Warriors 
eliminated an Oliver Ames team that fea- 
tured future Olympic gold medalist Jim 
Craig in goal. 

Other top players on that squad includ- 
ed Tri-Capt. Scott Seero, Tri-Capt. Bob 
Farnham, Ed Flannery, Scott Inman, 
goalie Dave Hubbell and promising so- 
phomore forward Ken Hubbell. 

The 33-year-old Murnane, a de- 
fenseman his sophomore and senior years 
at Andover and a forward as a junior, 
played one year of collegiate hockey at 
the University of Lowell. 

ULowell, under coach Billy Riley, won 
several NCAA Division 2 championships 
before moving to Hockey East where it 
currently plays one of the toughest Divi- 
sion 1 schedules in the country.

Later this month Andover High will 
field one of its youngest and most inex- 
perienced boys’ varsity basketball teams 
in years, a squad that features just three 
seniors to complement six juniors, four 
sophomores and a freshman.

The task forces were made up of 
the school’s principal, staff mem- 
bers and parents. The committees 
rated several areas in their respec- 
tive school building, including the 
classrooms, the corridors, kitchen 
and playing fields.
